47, the for-- 
ner Telefunken Tube Factory, had on selected as Chief of the Production De- 
partment of the OSW, the position inich had been held at one time by Herr Lorentz 
and later temporarily by err Lau. The BGL (Betriebs-Gewerkschaftsleitung) pro= 
tested strongly against his transf: 7, however, and OSW was compelled to withdraw 
the appointment. The reason for t]is strong protest can be found in the profes- 
sional qualifications of Herr Stbe:51, who is very valuable to the Erfurt Tube 
Factory which is experiencing prod: ction difficulties, The loss of Herr Stéssel 
would be a considerable blow to th: plant, especially since there is a narked 
lack of tube and production expert:: in Erfurt. ‘hile the Erfurt plant produces 
only 40,000 tubes monthly with five pump automats, the capacity of one automat 

at OS!) is 23,000 monthly. Further ore, OSY tubss are qualitatively higher than 
those produced at Erfurt.

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At the ond of Septenber, sone incidents took place at OSU which had definite 
repercussions within the organization of the plant. At that tire the SED 
Plant Group held a noeting to which some non-members were also invited to 
take part in the dicussion in which the plant management was severely criti- 
cized. The attacks vere mainly directed againat Commercial Director Mtzig 
and Director Lorentz. urprisingly enough, the BGL (Betriebs-Gewerkschafteleitung) 
vas not spared either by its ow ecmrades. Director MAtzie, although a men- 
ber of the "ED, was called utterly incompetent. The SED Plant Group is com- 
pletely under the influence of Social Director W8ding, a nenber of the “ED 
who is feared by his ow conrades ior his ruthiessness. Ii cannot be denied, 
howver, that Wading is an efficient and capable ran. As a result of the 
attacks against Director MWitgig, tie latter ye dismissed and replaced by 
Herr feimann, who is in charge of the BGL at the TBN. Reimann, however, has 
been :intrusted so sar with ony Pars of MAtzig's tasks. 


On the evening of%3 October 1949, it was announced at OSW that Director General 
Ioshmanov on leave’in Russia, had teen replaced ty a Russian named Glybin. Tt 
$s well known that Loshmanov did ncté get on too well with the SED and it is 
generally assumed that ‘ading is partly responsible for this change. One of 
Glybin's first acts was to appoint err Stésser, who had just been confirmed 
as Chief of the Tubs Production Deyartnent of OSH, as Chief of all production, 
ihtie Herr Yetzel, former assistant to St8sser, will now-be in charge of the 
Tube Production Department... - : eR
